Frank Berry from Long Bucky will be flying 
the flag for Northamptonshire when he takes 
part in the Remembrance Sunday parade at 
the Cenotaph with Blind Veterans UK. 

Frank who is a registered deaf blind ex¬ 
soldier, will be marching in London with more 
than 100 other representatives of Blind 
Veterans UK, the national charity for vision 
impaired ex-service men and women. 

Frank, who joined the Army Catering Corps 
in October 1957, started to lose his sight in 
early 2005. 

He said: “Despite having regular tests for 
glaucoma I ended up in hospital as my sight 
rapidly deteriorated. I had very high pressure 
in the eye and they told me if they didn’t do 
anything I would be blind within 24 hours. 
They finally did get the pressure down, but by 
2006 I only had poor pinhole vision due to 
advanced glaucoma.” 

A friend recommended Frank get in touch 
with Blind Veterans UK, and since then he has 
received free and comprehensive support to 
help him live independently with sight loss.”

Probe into flat 


fire death

Fire chiefs are investigating whether 
an ongoing strike had an impact on 
the response to a fatal fire at a retire¬ 
ment complex which left an elderly 
woman dead. 

Smoke was spotted billowing out of 
a flat at St Crispin Retirement Village 
in Duston at about 3am on Monday. 

However fire engines could not be 
sent from the nearest local station, 
Mereway, because of the Fire 
Brigades’ Union four-day industrial 
action due to ongoing rows with the 


government over pensions. Instead 
standby crews who were ‘a stone’s 
throw’ away from Mereway attended, 
along with back up from other local 
crews. 

The first crew arrived 20 minutes 
after the call was made. 

Martyn Emberson, the county’s 
chief fire officer, said: “I’m not 
disappointed with the response 
time because we were working 
with a lot less fire appliances than 
we normally have due to the strike. 
But I am disappointed that we were 
in this situation because of some¬ 
thing that is happening nationally.”

Remembrance is 
something that we

My mum rounded up three genera¬ 
tions of Scoleses to visit some of our 
family war graves in Flanders this 
week. 

I didn’t need a lot of persuading but I 
am aware that had it been left to me I 
probably wouldn’t have organised a 
trip like it without her. 

I had always felt that visiting war 
graves was something for people with 
a more recent history of military ser¬ 
vice or with personal memories of the 
deceased. 

But once you go through the process 
of finding the grave via the 
Commonwealth War Graves 
Commission you begin to find out 
other things. 

Before you know it you are research¬ 
ing what was happening to their unit 
when your relative died and then what 
was happening before that - so you 
begin to get a sense of the experiences 
they survived rather than just where 
their life came to an end. 

As you can see on pages 16 and 17, we 
were looking for my great great uncles

• Private Ryan without 
anyone getting saved 



Thomas and William Constable, who 
were killed early on in the war. 

Out of six brothers and two sisters 
(one of whom was my great grand¬ 
mother), five boys joined up to fight 
the Germans and all four who finally 
went to France died. 

It was like Saving Private Ryan with¬ 
out anyone getting saved. 

The letters that were exchanged 
bearing news of the deaths were 
remarkably brief and to the point. 

The boys’ father had been a career 
soldier from Britain’s imperial wars 
and had been in Afghanistan, Egypt, 
India and Boer war. 

By the time the First World War 
started he had retired and was a gar¬ 
dener at a Sussex country house. 

He must have been so proud at first 
to see his sons following in his foot¬ 
steps by serving their country. 

These are all real people to me now 
and researching and seeing the final 
resting places was an invaluable part 
of that. I can’t recommend it enough.

Student cleared 
of killing tourist

A University of Northampton 
student has been found not 
guilty of the murder of a 
British tourist in Crete. 

Myles Litchmore-Dunbar 
{pictured), a 20-year-old 
model, has been cleared of 
the fatal stabbing of Tyrell 
Matthews-Burton, from 
Leyton, east London. 

Mr Matthews-Burton was 
killed on his 19th birthday 
during a booze-fuelled brawl 
between nearly 30 people in 
Malia on the island of Crete 
on July 22 last year. 

During the fight, Mr 
Matthews-Burton was held 



down and stabbed in the back 
and chest. 

An ambulance arrived but 
the teenager died while being 
taken to hospital. 

Witnesses claimed to have 
seen Mr Litchmore-Dunbar 
leaving the scene with blood 
on his shirt. 

However, he maintained 
that he was trying to break up 
the fight, which involved 


some of the friends he was on 
holiday with. 

He had spent a year remand¬ 
ed in a jail near Athens until 
the end of his trial on Monday. 

Following the verdict, Mr 
Litchmore-Dunbar said: “I 
am happy that after some 16 
months I have finally received 
justice, but I am reminded 
that justice still needs to be 
served for the family of Tyrell. 

“The past 16 months have 
been a horrific experience for 
me which will live with me for 
the rest of my life. 

“Today there have been no 
winners, only confirmation 
that I was not involved in the 
death of Tyrell, neither did I 
buy or possess a knife.”

Confident Jess 
ready to pedal

A 16-year-old girl from 
Northamptonshire who 
has dwarfism will 
appear live on BBC 
Children in Need as part 
of an ambitious chal¬ 
lenge to raise money for 
the charity which 
changed her life. 

Jess Davies, from 
Kettering, is one of five 
youngsters chosen by 
Children in Need (CiN) 
to take part in the 700- 
mile Rickshaw Challenge 
around the British Isles 
with The One Show 
presenter Matt Baker. 

Jess will be raising 
money for Dwarf Sport 
Association (DSA), a 
project funded by CiN 
which promotes sport for 
people of restricted 
growth, enabling them to 
compete in activities 
they otherwise might not 
be able to. 

Jess, who has been 
attending DSA since she 
was just one, has achon¬ 
droplasia dwarfism and 
subsequently faces 
issues on a daily basis. 

People often stare at her 
and make rude 
comments which have 
left her with confidence 
issues and low self¬ 
esteem. 

After Jess was given the 
chance at DSA, she went 
on to prove herself as a 
multi-talented sports¬ 
woman, winning medals 
in running, swimming, 
shot-put and discus. 

The Rickshaw 

Challenge, now in its 
fourth year, will under¬ 
take a ‘Salford to Walford’ 
journey across England. 

It will set off tomorrow 
at the BBC’s Media City 
in Manchester and will 
finish live at the iconic 
EastEnders set during 
the Children in Need 
appeal on Friday, 
November 14. 

Due to Jess’s height, the 
rickshaw will need to be 


specially adapted and 
propelling its weight will 
be difficult. 

Nonetheless Jess is 
confident that she’ll be 
able to meet the 
challenge head on. 

She said: “The DSA has 
really helped increase 
my confidence and has 
given me the chance to 
prove myself as an 
athlete. 

“Having joined when I 
was so young I’ve made 
some great friends 
through the project - it 
feels like a bit of a family. 

“I’m taking on the 


Rickshaw Challenge for 
two main reasons; firstly 
to help give something 
back to Children in Need. 

“By funding the DSA it’s 
really had such a positive 
benefit on me, so it’s nice 
to have the chance to 
return the favour! 

“Secondly, I’m keen to 
reduce the stigma 
attached to dwarfism. 

“Little people aren’t any 
less competent than any¬ 
one else and I’m looking 
forward to proving that 
to the millions as Team 
Rickshaw takes to the 
road.” 


Children in Need race has FI factor

Registered deaf blind ex-soldier Frank Berry 
will be remembering friends and family 
when he takes part in the Remembrance 
Sunday march at the Cenotaph with Blind 
Veterans UK. 

The 76-year-old Long Bucky resident 
will be in London with more than 100 
other representatives of Blind 
Veterans UK, the national charity 
for vision impaired ex-service 
men and women. 

Frank joined the Army Catering 
Corps in October 1957 and went on 
to serve for four years. He has many 
memories of his service in Cyprus 
where he was stationed at the Kyrenia 
Mountains, the border between the Turkish 
and Cypriot sides of the island. 

Frank said: “Fve never been back, there are 
too many sad memories. But there were good 
times when we had a break - swimming and 
playing football. 

“We didn’t like the climate though - we lived 
in tents and found it too hot so we were always 
praying for rain. 

“In the catering corps we cooked everything 
for the regiment from cooked breakfast to 
baking bread from scratch, all following 
recipes from an army cookbook. 

“Before national service I was a butcher but I 
had never cooked much. 

“But by the time I got married I was a better 
cook than my wife.”

Four brothers taken

The Flanders mud has a way 
of pulling you into it. 

It’s been analysed and 
found to be particularly vis¬ 
cose: it holds on to what 
sinks into it. As soon as I saw 
it I realised why the bodies of 
my great great uncles had 
never been found. 

They died during the First 
World War. There were six of 
them and four did not sur¬ 
vive the 1914-18 conflict. 

Albert, a Lance Corporal, 
was captured early on and 
languished in a German 
prison camp until 1918 when 
he died of disease, probably 
dy sentry. 

George caught a ‘blighty 
one’ - an injury severe 
enough to have him sent 
home - but died in hospital 
in Camberwell in 1915. 

The two survivors were 
Arthur - a drill instructor in 
Dover and Alf the youngest 
who was only 12 when war 
broke out. 

There are two remaining in 
Flanders: Thomas and 

William. 

My mum, at the age of 72, 
decided it was time they 
were found. She assembled 
three generations of our 
family, found a guide with 



minibus and booked us into 
a hotel in Bruges as a good 
jumping off point for explor¬ 
ing the area. 

The Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission website 
was our first port of call. The 
boys were commemorated at 
Dud Corner at Loos and Le 
Touret not far from Ypres. 

Dud Corner Cemetery is an 
isolated spot in the austere 
agricultural flatland of the 
Loos battlefield, distantly 
overlooked by slag heaps 
from local coal mines. The 
terrain offered no protection 
from a bitterly cold wind 
when we decanted from our 
minibus. It was easy to imag¬ 
ine those hostile gusts laced 
with bullets. Every order to 


attack must have seemed 
like murderous madness on 
that shelterless plain. 

Under a section of white 
stone wall headed Royal 
Sussex Regiment, Serjeants 
(their spelling). There he 
was: Constable W (for 
William). 

I didn’t feel sadness or even 
pride. It was something a bit 
angrier than that: a bit more 
defiant. 

There was a sense that we 
had reclaimed him from the 
horror somehow - that his 
people, his family, had come 
and witnessed the place 
where he and his brothers’ 
had been harvested by shells 
and bullets and bayonets. 
Now he belonged to us a bit

more than he belonged to 
King or country or the offic¬ 
ers and gentlemen who 
devised his death between 
them with failed politics 
and ever improving killing 
machines. 

William fell on the first day 
of the Battle of Loos in 1915. 

Our guide cast his hand 
over the ranks of grave¬ 
stones: “He would have 
known these men. They 
would have been his mates.” 

My other great great uncle 
Lance Corporal Thomas 
Constable was about half an 
hour away at Le Touret near 
Ypres. 

It is a town roughly the size 
of Bedford but with a dra¬ 
matic difference: it has 196 


cemeteries. Thomas was 
shot through the head in 
1914 at La Bassee. His unit 
had been cut off by over¬ 
whelming numbers of 
Germans. He died attempt¬ 
ing to fight his way out. 
Albert was captured in the 
same action and George had 
one of many close shaves, 
getting shot through his cap. 
He wrote the letter home 
that delivered news of 
Thomas’ death. 

At one time I had thought 
visiting war graves was not 
for me. I felt too distant from 
the relatives involved. My 
great grandmother Ruth 
(named after her mother 
who was from Bedford) was 
a dim childhood memory. It 



was her brothers who 
had been killed and of 
course, I knew little of them. 

But that is the point about 
war dead. They are mostly 
taken young, before they 
have a chance to fully 
become a part of their own 
families with their own 
marriages and descendants 
to add to the mix. 

There is little left to know 
about my great great uncles 
- their story is a kind of 
grimmer version of Saving 
Private Ryan in which the 
final reward for the grieving 
family was a letter from 
Buckingham Palace 
acknowledging the sacrifice 
and offering the ‘consola¬ 
tion’ of knowing that the 
boys had died serving God 
and King. 

But I’m so glad my mum 
got me involved and gave 
me memories of these men. 

You should go because you 
don’t know them, not 
because you do.

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Wilder plans squad reduction as 
injury problems begin to ease

Northampton Town’s injury crisis is 
finally showing signs of relenting 
after striker Marc Richards became 
the latest member of Chris Wilder’s 
squad to return to training. 

Injuries have decimated the 
Cobblers set-up throughout the cur¬ 
rent campaign, with top scorer 
Richards’ absence felt more than 
most, but Wilder has been boosted 
with a number of players being back 
this week. 

The Northampton manager admit¬ 
ted he was unsure how many of the 
returning players will play a part in 
Saturday’s FA Cup first round tie 
with Rochdale, but said it was impor¬ 
tant to have them back involved. 

He is also planning to cut the num¬ 
ber of players on the Sixfields books 
when the fitness problems pass. 

“I’m really pleased that Marc 
Richards, Chris Hackett, Lee Collins, 
Darren Carter and Emile Sinclair are 
all back in training,” he said. 

“The timing of them going back 
into the team is really important 
now, but it’s important to get them 
back in and around the changing 
room and the training ground. 

“It’s been a common talking point 
right the way through the season and 
if you go through the list of players, 
there are only about four or five that 
have not been affected by injury. 


“To have those boys back is a great 
boost. They’re senior players, they’re 
influential players and that makes 
things look a lot better and a lot more 
optimistic going into the next round 
of games.” 

The Cobblers have been forced to 
bring in loan players to cover the 
absentees with Tom Newey and 
Stewart Murdoch signing just last 
week. 

Wilder admitted that has left him 
with a much larger squad than he’d 


like with the reduction in numbers 
coming after he establishes a con¬ 
sistency in selection. 

“I want to have a settled squad, I 
don’t want the numbers to be as high 
as they are,” he said. “I hate it when 
on the back of the programme you 
see down to number 34 and 35. 

“We talked at the start of the sea¬ 
son, if you’re going to have a success¬ 
ful season you need the bounce of 
the ball, you need to stay clear of 
major injuries and injuries to a lot of 


players and unfortunately that’s not 
been the case so far. 

“So if we can trim that down, get 
players back and have consistent 
selection then that gives us a better 
opportunity of winning games.” 

The Cobblers have climbed to 14th 
in League Two following their 2-0 
win over AFC Wimbledon on 
Saturday - a victory which halted a 
five game winless run and four 
defeats in a row. 

Attentions will now turn to cup 


football though with the visit of high 
flying League One outfit Dale in the 
world famous competition. 

That will be followed by a trip to 
another League One side, Leyton 
Orient, in the Johnstone’s Paint 
Trophy area quarter finals on 
Tuesday night. 

“I think the draws have not been 
great towards us in all the cup com¬ 
petitions so far,” said Wilder. “But 
we’ve managed to win a couple of 
games and we’ll attack both games. 

“We’re playing very good League 
One opposition, especially on 
Saturday. Rochdale have done fan¬ 
tastically well at the start of the sea¬ 
son so we know we’re going to have to 
be at our best to get through. 

“We want to have a go at it. There’s 
always an opportunity in the cup for 
a team to grab the limelight and 
players to pit their wits against good 
opposition. 

“Rochdale is not a glamour tie, it’s 
not going to be a packed Sixfields on 
Saturday but the top and bottom of it 
is if you want to get to the third round 
and be in the hat with the big boys 
you have to go through these stages. 

“We’re going to have to play well, 
but we can do, the mood around the 
place is a lot brighter, and hopefully 
we’ll see the confidence coming back 
into the team. 

“It’s been a tough October and with 
the results confidence and belief 
does get knocked a bit but I was 
delighted to get three points on 
Saturday and hopefully we can have 
a strong November.”

Columnist Tom Reed on the Cobblers’ precious 
2-0 win over AFC Wimbledon on Saturday - and 
the emotional second goal from Alex Nicholls. 

Cobblers claimed a crucial win over AFC 
Wimbledon on Saturday but all eyes were on 
comeback kid Alex Nicholls who scored his 
first Northampton league goal in two years 
after serious injury, his clincher in the 2-0 vic¬ 
tory raising the roof at Sixfields. 

Former Cobbler Adebayo Akinfenwa, kept in 
check by the Northampton defence, settled 
humbly for a bit part in the drama of Nicholls’ 
goal saying that ‘some things are bigger than 
football’. 

For Nicholls however, a player with potential 
before being hacked by Port Vale’s John 
McCombe in 20J2, football is a big deal and the 
player’s reaction after his last minute curling 
effort was one of frustration, relief and exhila¬ 
ration. 

The beauty of substitute Nicholls’ strike came 
through its surprise with Northampton in the 
process of seeing out a competent home win. 

While Nicholls exhaled anxiety like the figure 
from Edvard Munch’s “The Scream” in a claret 
jersey, Cobblers’ manager Chris Wilder cut a 
haunted figure in the Sixfields police box after 
a two-match touchline ban. 


Yet Wilder should watch future 
matches with the high viz overseers 
if Northampton are to play as calm¬ 
ly as they did against Neal Ardley’s 
Dons. Cobblers had been collecting 
defeats like the Wombles gather 
rubbish but could have had the lead 
within five minutes after Lawson 
D’Ath had pounced on a Ben Tozer 
long throw but the effort was disal¬ 
lowed for offside. 

The match took a distinctly yellow 
styling using Mitre’s luminous 
Movember football with Akinfenwa 
resembling a mutant muscle-bound 
lemon in the Dons’ yellow away 
strip. Wimbledon are sponsored by 
the makers of the Football Manager 
computer games and Wilder did 
some virtual management from on 
high. 

The boss made 37 phone calls to 
his bench, perhaps fearing walkie- 
talkie interference from local taxi firms and 
lorry drivers, but needn’t have worried as his 
side were trucking from the off. 

On ten minutes Ryan Cresswell had a chance 
to bury another Tozer chuck with his bonce but 
he skewed the header wide. 

If there’s a club that knows Akinfenwa’s game 
inside out it’s the Cobblers and the old ‘one in 
front, one behind’ trick worked a treat against 
the burly hold-up man. 

Ivan Toney, meanwhile, provided a more 
mobile threat for the home side and saw a free 


header saved centrally by Dons keeper James 
Shea on 20 minutes. 

Wimbledon enjoyed a fair spell of possession 
on 25 minutes, having their own Sean Rigg goal 
chalked off for offside, but were made to pay 
seven minutes later when Kaid Mohamed 
smashed home the opener. 

Cobblers’ Joel Byrom sent a tasty scoop to 
D’Ath in the box who placed a bah into the path 
of left-winger Mohamed to volley past Shea. 

Out of sorts Dons resorted to long punts 
upheld to Akinfenwa which were futile with 
man-of-the match Ryan Cresswell in imperi¬ 


ous form. Cresswell won the 
battle of the baldies against his 
defensive counterpart Adam 
Barratt, while loanee Tom 
Newey settled in well to the 
Northampton rear-guard. 

Yet Wimbledon missed their 
best chance of the game on 37 
minutes when Matt Tubbs skied 
a volley when teed up by a 
wonky Gregor Robertson back 
header. 

Action was at a premium in the 
second period bar a superlative 
Tozer scoop over his marker but 
the match came alive in the last 
ten minutes after the double 
substitution of Emile Sinclair 
and that man Nicholls for the 
tiring John-Joe O’Toole and 
Toney. 

Sinclair made space for a nice 
chest and volley which bounced 
just wide of the Wimbledon goal and then the 
Dons carried the ball from back to front result¬ 
ing in Dannie Bulman pulling a low shot past 
Jordan Archer’s right hand post. 

With the new Sixfields floodlights piercing 
the early autumn night, Nicholls made his 
moment with a tidy left foot take and right 
footed curler past a static Shea.
